sands did it. The 
m eye casually 
noted the beauty | 
and effortless grace of their move- 
ment and returned again to the 
sea. 


But, the lazy mind reported 
something had been amiss in the 
picture. It had been’ graceful 
enough, but there had been, some- 
how, a peculiar note. So, the eyes 
swung back. 


Three of the terns unmistak- 
ably were strutting. And they 
were black. The startled eye at 
first refused to accept it. Crows 
flying as a part of a flight of 
terns? But, there they were. Old 
B’rer Crow, the raucous, universal 
symbol of  indestructibility, 
shrewdness, adaptability, arro- 
gance and vanity, was indeed an 
integral part of the flock. 


This seemed an ornithological 
fact of considerabie importance. 
The terns seemed to accept the 
three crows with no sign of re- 
sentment. They obviously “be- 
longed.”’ The terns paid no atten- 
tion to the strutting of B’rer 
Crow. A discouraged surf fish- 
erman had abandoned his shrimp. 
They lay damp and sodden in the 
wet folds of an old newspaper. 
The terns and the crows pecked 
away at the package until the 
shrimp were exposed and gobbled 
them down. 

The flight then took off. One 
had to laugh out loud. Old B’rer 
Crow was imitating exactly the 
light spiral turns of the take- 
off. He was perfect, with the 
terns, in the widening sweep of 
the climb. His wings had for- 
got the old, swift flapping style 
of the field crow. He was a 
tein, a member of the gull fam- 
ily. He glided when the terns 
did, peering down with them at 
the beach for sign of food. 


Flight of Gulls 


Surely .this was exceptional? 
But, no. The next day, aS we 
fished from the bridge which 
joins Amelia and Big Talbot is- 
lands, a few miles from Fernan- 
dina Beach, a flight of sea gulls 
made a curving approach to the 
bridge. Fishermen leave odd bits 
of cut bait and shrimp along 
the sides of the bridge and the 
gulls long ago learned this. 


And with this flight of brown 
and white gulls were four crows. 
One had a stiff leg. He could 
not strut as well as the others. 
He tried, but his arthritic leg 
caused him to limp. They cleaned 
up the scraps and took off, ris- 
ing in beauty of curve and wing. 
There was a stiff wind blowing 
and they rode the gusts, dipping 
and rising on the invisible cur- 
rents of the air. The crows, even 
the crippled one, exactly imi- 
tated the gulls. They held their 
place in the flight; they were 
gulls save in appearance and 
some disparity in size. 

Old B’rem Crow, shrewd as al- 
ways, had observed that the terns 
and gulls enjoyed better pick- 
ings on the beaches and bridges 
than he in his drought-killed 
fields and piney woods. So, he 
had joined up and adapted him- 
self to the new environment. 


Significance 

This decision by B’rer Crow to 
join with the gulls had not, as 
I was to find, gone unnoticed. 
And, alas, like so many things 
in our time, it has taken on a 
social significance. 

The Ku-Klux-type preachers in 
north Florida reportedly blame 
it on the Supreme Court. They 
are said to be in a state of con- 
sternation. B’rer Crow has made 
them all look a little ridiculous. 
One of their major points has 
been, in abusing the court, that 
the Lord himself immutably fixed 
all things. As proof of it they 
have emphatically noted that the 
types of birds keep each to its 
own. This has never changed, the 
Ku Klux preachers say, since 
creation. 

And now old B’rer Crow has 
upset things. It is downright em- 
barrassing. It is reported that at 
the last klavern and council 
meeting there was discussed a 
plan to station gunners in the 
tall duhe grasses to shoot the 
crows out of the gull flights. For 
all one knows, the crow with 
the crippled leg may not have 
been suffering from arthritis at 
all, but from a bullet wound.

Insurgents Aim

| BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Gov- 
ernment forces pounded rebel 
strongholds around Tripoli from 
the land and sea Sunday in the 
biggest battle of Lebanon’s seven- 
week-old rebellion.

HAVANA (AP)—The Cuban reb- 
els’ kidnap campaign was 
mounted again Sunday night with 
the disclosure that two more North 
Americans have been seized.

Must in Education 


Deficiencies in American education 
revealed in the past few years have 
brought on some needed studies which 
could lead to ultimate solutions. 


Well-known is the fact that American 
schools are overcrowded, ‘understaffed 
and ill-equipped. While communities 
have struggled to provide more class- 
rooms, more teachers and other things 
which educators have said they must 
have, in most instanees it has been too 
little, too late. The conditions persist as 
school population continues to increase. 

Advent of the Sputnik era drama- 
tized even more strikingly other defi- 
ciencies in the American system... While 
some of these doubtless can be attributed 
to the purely physical aspects of our 
school plants, weaknesses in the curricu- 
lum arid in the end product of education 
were found unequal to the challenge of 
our times. 

Now comes another report—this one 
by the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, Inc. 
It found the condition of overcrowded 
schools; tack of teachers and the other 
complaints does exist to a grave degree. 
But it also found that money alone will 
not bring about the full-scale reform that 
is needed. 

The widely held view that all we re- 
quire “are a few more teachers, a few 
more buildings, a little more money,” 
will result in disaster to education, said 
the report. “An _ educational system 
grudgingly and tardily patched to meet 
the needs of the moment will be perpet- 
ually out of date,” it declared. 

Recommended are testing and guid- 
ance programs to push along more tal- 
ented students and federal aid for prob- 
lems affecting the national interest. Also 
urged is an understanding by our na- 
tional leaders of the scope of the task 
ahead. 

All these reports and studies follow a 
pattern of self-criticism which is healthy. 
But unless the American people and their 
leaders follow them up with action, there 
is danger indeed that American cduca- 
tion will not be able to meet the needs 
of modern times.

Senate Committee Gets 


Clearance for Action 


It looks like the Senate Government 
Operations Committee, set up by Geor- 
gia’s upper house earlier this year to 
keep watch over state affairs and which 
was promptly denied funds and branded 
as illegal by the governor, may be able 
to function after all. 

Under a technicalitv of the law, the 
governor did apparently have authority 
to deny the committee funds for this fis- 
cal year. But come June 30, says State 
Treasurer George Hamilton. funds set up 
in an appropriations bill for legislative 
activity must be made available. 

And that, savs'Sen. William Trotter, 
of LaGrange, means his committee can 
be back in session within a few days. And 
in spite of the political campaign, it 
should be able to accomplish much. 

It is hard to understand why. any 
agency of government should fear an in- 
vestigation if its operations have been 
within the law and as authorized by the 
General Assembly. This effort by the 
Senate to assert the rightful authority 
of the legislative branch is welcome in- 
deed. 

The Senate investigation and those of 
the Fulton County solicitor general and 
grand jury are in line with good govern- 
ment procedures. If they can establish 
some facts which again can bring econ- 
omy, efficiency and honesty to govern- 
ment, the investment will be repaid-many 
times over. 

It is especially encouraging that Chair- 
man Trotter and Fulton investigator A. 
Paul Cadenhead have assured the public 
that their probes will be coordinated with 
each other. Such an arrangement should 
result in greater achievements for both.

Refusal by the House to consider a 
committee-approved bill which would 
have raised price-supports and tightened 
controls on several agricultural products 
hammered another nail in the coffin of 
the once powerful farm bloc in Congress. 

It also reflects the administration's 
iron-jawed determination to go down the 
line with Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son who was deadset against the commit- 
tee’s proposal.

It will place Atlanta in the 
forefront in moving into the jet age. It 
will continue a pleasant relationship with 
a progressive, growing concern. 

Location of Delta’s jet base in Clayton 
County should remove a cause of constant 
friction between it and the City of At- 
lanta. Surely the economic benefits which 
will aecrue to Clayton will remove all 
objections to growth of thé airport. 

Building of the new terminal and 
additional improvements needed to ac- 
commodate jet travel should make At- 
lantajairport facilities the equal of any 
in the nation.

This Gag-Rule Stuff 
Is Silly in Hindsight 


The furor raised about Secretary of 
Defense McElroy’s criticism of Adm. 
Burke, Navy chief of staff, and charges 
of “gag rule” by members of Congress 
appear a little silly in hindsight. 

In a sense they illustrate the major 
problem which the President's reorgani- 
zation bill hoped to solve. Does the sec- 
retary of defense and the executive de- 
partment .have any authority over the 
prima donnas in admirals’ and generals’ 
uniforms in the Pentagon? If not, then 
who does? Congress? 

It is going to be a little difficult to 
run an armed forces setup with three dif- 
ferent branches answerable only to Con- 


gress. That, however, seems to be the 
drift. 
If the secretary of defense has no 


right to speak his mind or criticize the 
actions of an admiral, what power does he 
have? 

If it has reached the point wherein 
high-ranking military officers theme 
selves can apply the “gag rule” to their 
so-called civilian superiors and declare 
themselves immune to criticism, then 
heaven help this country in trying to 
defend itself.

More Motor Vehicles 
Spell Traffic Problems 


According to recent. figures, there 
were at the end of last year a total of 
737,288 more vehicles on Georgia roads 
than in 1946. Between 1956 and 1957 
alone, 47,025 mew tags were issued in 
the state. 


This explains a great deal of today’s 
traffic problem in the state. The postwar 
increase of 126 per cent in vehicles reg- 
istered—cars and trucks—was the eighth 
biggest hike in registrations in the nation.

Extremists Mustn’t Have 


Last Word in Little Rock 


When Federal Judge Lemley suspended the school integration 
order in Little Rock his main purpose was to give that harassed 
community a breathing spell. That, so far as it goes, is good. The 
impatience of people must certainly be put down as one of the 
reasons tor last year’s tragic sequence of events: 


The Supreme Court, which ab- 
ruptly overturned a century’s so- 
cial order; the National Assn. for 
Advancement of Colored People, 
demanding an immediate revo- 
lution; a governor upwilling to 
wait and see how people of good 
will might adjust to social 
change; a President too quick to 
see in armed might a solution to 
human problems. 

And plainly nothing has been 
bettered by a year in which cir- 
cumstances have kept feelings at 
a high pitch. Education has been 
the loser in Judge Lemley’s opin- 
ion, and the real victims have 
been the pupils, white and Negro. 
The Arkansas Gazette, no foe of 
law and order or of the move- 
ment toward integration, has 
called the situation within the 
school “‘intolerable.”’ 

So it is difficult to quarrel with 
a decision to back off, to seek an 
opportunity for tempers to cool 
and for men to think. Nothing 
would be more tragic than to in- 
jure the educational process for 
all pupils in the name of improy- 
ing it for some of them. 

It is true that no matter how 
hard men try during this breath- 
ing spell it will still not be easy 
to find. a moderate path. The na- 


ferent emotions—that segregation 
as a framework for a social order 
is a dying institution anyway. It 
was slowly dying, a little here 
and a little there, long before the 
Supreme Court spoke. It would 
have died, though perhaps with 
less agony, if the court had not 
written new laws. 


So Negroes do not have to be 
militant to banish it. The most 
militant white people cannot pre- 
serve it. The real problem is 
how men of good will, who have 
lived together side by side for 
generations, can make the inevi- 
table change come gradually 
enough, quietly enough, so that 
change itself is not a shock and 
disruption to the social order. For 
if it is, the loser is both white 
and Negro. 

This demands patience from 
those ina hurry and ,forbear- 
ance from those reluctant to see 
any change. The extremists have 
neither quality. The NAACP is al- 
ready attacking the breathing 
spell; white extremists in Arkan- 
sas are already proclaiming it as 
a victory for unyielding segrega- 
tion.

Schools See 
Surplus of 
$949,823 


The 660 classrooms planned for 
the $16,930,000 school bond issue 
voted in 1957 will be built and 
nearly one million dollars will be 
left over for other improvements, 
Miss Ira Jarrell, school superin- 
tendent, said Sunday. 

Miss Jarrell said despite in- 
creasing ..construction costs, the 
Atlanta Board of Education has 
been able. to get bids for 40 new 
schools and additions providing 
572 classrooms at a cost of $13,- 
476,176. She added that two other 
schools already planned will pro- 
vide another 69 classrooms, push- 
ing the total to 641 and leaving a 
balance of $1,729,823.83 in the 
bond account. 


$20,000 AVERAGE 


Estimates are that classroom 
cost an average of $20,000 under 
present construction costs. Thus 
the needed 39 classrooms should 
cost an extra $780,000, leaving a 
balance of $949,823.83 in the bond 
account. 

Thus far 20 additions and 20 
new schools have been contract- 
ed for at the total cost of $13,- 
476,176, Miss Jarrell reported. 


Two additional projects costing 
$1,724,000—the 31-room Price High 
School addition and the 38-room 
West Side High School—are under 
consideration, but have not yet 
been set up by the board. They 
will provide the 69 new class- 
rooms, leaving only 39 others to 
complete the 660 set as the target 
number for the bond issue. 


The Price addition will cost an 
estimated $779,500, while the West 
Side project will cost an estimat- 
ed $944,500. 


BY SEPTEMBER 


Miss Jarrell also listed the fol- 
lowing additions and new struc- 
tures, with the classrooms each 
will furnish, which are expected 
to be occupied by the time 
schools open next September:

Time was that in many of the 


'state’s 159 counties the country 


precincts outvoted the towns. That 
situation is clearly changing. Now, 
in county after county, the larg- 
est voting precincts are the 
towns. Thus, it is the towns and 
not the country that have the 
largest voice in local affairs and 
in the election of local officials. 


STATE POLITICS 


The same is true in state poli- 
tics. In the past, many candi- 
dates for state office pitched 
their appeals mainly to the people 
who made their living on the 
farm and voted in the rural pre- 
cinets. That was the basis of the 
political strength of such giants 
of bygone days as Tom Watson 
and Etigéne. Talmadge. It was 
an era when the “‘wool hat”’ was 
king of Georgia politics. 

Now the state politicians are 
concentrating more on the towns- 
1 2ople. Their approach is slight- 
ly more urban and slightly less 
demagogic. The “civic club cir- 
cuit’. has become an essential 
part in a candidate’s pre-cam- 
paign buildup. More and more 
the keynote of the civic club 
speeches is the need for bringing 
new industry to the towns and 
cities and not the plight of Geor- 
gia agriculture. 

The political change, of course, 
is taking place within the frame- 
work of the time-honored county 
unit system. The balance of po- 
litical power in the state remains 
where it has been for a _half- 
century, in the small counties. 
The shift is in the focal point of 
that power from the country to 
the town; the large cities, which 
are experiencing spectacular 
growth, remain the dog that the 
tail wags. 

What the change in the polit- 
ical face of Georgia will mean in 
the long run is highly speculative. 
But it seems to be injecting a 


‘strange note of sophistication into 


our political life. 
LESS COLORFUL 


As has been. noted, many of to- 
day’s state political figures are of 
a different cut than those of a 
few years ago. They are more 
business-like and less colorful 
than their predecessors. The old- 
time spellbinder that made the 
rafters ring with florid oratory is 
disappearing. So, too, is his 
“‘wool-hat” audience that de- 
lighted in the candidate’s high- 
jinks. 

The change is not, in the fore- 
seeable future, likely to bring 
about a modification in the state’s 
outlook on racial segregation. The 
average town dweller is often just 
as adamant in his opposition to 
integration as is his country 
cousin; but he usually doesn’t 
make as-much noise about it. 


But as political power passes 
to the towns, the influence of the 
Negro in politics, is likely to grow. 
There doesn’t seem to be as much 
resistance to Negro voting in the 
towns as in the country. 

Finally, there is not likely to be 
any change soon in the county 
unit system. The townspeople are 
just as firmly committed to the 
system—and as appreciative of 
the political advantage it gives 
them—as the people on the farms. 
But in time, a climate may de- 
velop that could make modifica- 
tion — though never abolition— 
of the unit system feasible.

But that’s what Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Foy Cannon of DeKalb 
County did for the 1956-57 school 
year. Under a Fulbright grant, 
the Chamblee High teacher and 
her two daughters, Ann and 
Judy, worked and studied in 
that remote, romantic: land. 

They spent a splendid year 
becoming friends with the shy 
and gracious Burmese, whose 
language they cannot speak. 
Now they are preparing to re- 
turn the hospitality by bringing 
a young Anglo-Burman to Geor- 
gia. 


TO STUDY MEDICINE 


Caroline Alexander is her 
name. The 16-year-old daugh- 
ter of a doctor and a teacher, 
she wants to study medicine. 
Mrs. Cannon, who teaches gen- 
eral science, has worked hard 
to make financial, travel and

living arrangements for the 
teen-ager. 

Oglethorpe University is offer- 
ing her a good scholarship for 
the next school year.

State Department and the 
United States Education Foun- 
dation in Burma, her transpor- 
tation has been arranged. 
EXCITED 

Mrs. Cannon and the girls are 
excited about the new member 
of their family. Said the capa- 
ble mother and teacher, “She 
is the first. honor graduate of 
her high school class, and she 
is a wonderful girl. 

Mrs. Cannon’s Burmese idyll 
started when she found that 
many exchange teacher grants 
go begging for personnel. ‘I 
discussed it with the girls,” 
smiled the widow, ‘‘and they 
were thrilled to death.” 

Anr, who now is 19 and ma- 


jors in foreign languages at 
Wesleyan, studied French, Eng- 
lish and history at the Univers- 
ity of Rangoon. She could take 
only courses taught in the Eng- 
lish language, of course, and 
she was the only American girl 
in the school. 


MIGHT SEEM EERIE 


It might seem eerie to wan- 
der through college halls, sur- 
rounded by people speaking a 
strange language. But, as the 
pert, pretty student explained, 
‘The atmosphere wasn’t really 
strange. You get accustomed 
quickly to hearing the language 
all the time. All the girls were 
real friendly, and they always 
spoke English around me.” 

Mrs. Cannon was stationed at 
Taunggyi, a town of 40,000, 300 
miles north of Rangoon. She 
taught biology in both the public 
and the boarding schools. Judy, 
now 14, attended the boarding 
school with princes, the chil- 
dren of the tribal chieftains. 

Many ways of living were dif- 
ferent for the Americans. They 
boiled their drinking water and 
chose their food carefully. Mrs. 
Cannon was paid a fabulous 
salary, she said, but she was 
not allowed to take a substan- 
tial sum of money out of the 
country. Hence, the teacher’s 
family spent a year in high 
style in an 11l-room house with 
private swimming pool. They 
kept four servants and a car, 
and their apartment in Cham- 
blee is filled with valuable prod- 
ucts of Burmese culture. 


A PROBLEM 


One touching problem arose. 
Mrs. Cannon handled it in the 
maner that makes our Fulbright 
amateur ambassador program 
so valuable. 

Burmese boys and girls don’t 
date . their marriages are 
arranged by the parents. ‘‘The 
boys flocked to our house in 
droves,”” laughed Mrs. Cannon, 
“and we held open house all 
day long. The girls were shy 
and had to be coaxed to come. 
They could never come together 
with the boys. 

“IT was eager for the Bur- 
mese girls not to feel hard to- 
ward my daughters,”’ added the 
teacher, ‘‘so I wouldn’t let Ann 
and Judy. do anything they 
weren't allowed to do.’’ 

Half way through their stay, 
all East-West barriers fell away. 
The Cannons and the Burmese 
became trusted friends. And one 
young student from Burma, 
Caroline Alexander, will get.a 
first-hand look at Georgia com- 
munity hospitality.

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Why don’t you tell the girls 
that 18 years old is the proper 
age for going out with men and 
boys? I am ashamed that a nice 
paper like ours lets you take up 
space that could be used for 
something better for our young. 
Why don’t you print this letter— 
and then try and answer it! 


It is so seldom that I receive 
a letter like yours I certainly 
wouldn’t miss answering it. 

First of all, you are either 
confused or misinformed. I have 
never encouraged younger teen- 
agers to solo date. By that I 
mean having evening dates, 
alone and unchaperoned. I also 
think it is a serious mistake for 
girls to date boys who are very 
much older than they are and 
I have repeatedly said so in 
this column. 

I do believe that chaperoned, 
mixed group activities, with par- 
ental approval (of their young- 
sters’ companions, and the 
places they go) are perfectly 
all right and a necessary part 
of growing up. 

The tragic, and terrible thing 
which happened in Nebraska 
goes much deeper than just a 14- 
year-old. According te newspap- 
er reports the 14-year-old girl 
repeatedly went to the boy’s 
room alone at night. 

When youngsters are growing 
up I think they should be al- 
lowed reasonable privileges and 
fun, according to their age and 
their mentality. Judging by all 
reports neither age nor mental- 
ity was taken inte consideration 
in this case. 

Girls who have no dating ex- 
perience until they are 18 are 
usually social misfits—very shy 
and uncomfortable around boys. 
Some are overly gullible, too, 
and as a result of their lack 
of dating experience, are too 
anxious to believe anything a 
boy tells them—if he will just 
give them a little attention. 

Dating know-how is not some- 
thing which is acquired over- 
night. It takes time and ex- 
perience. It should be a gradual 
thing, under parents’ watchful 
eyes. Wholesome boy-girl rela- 
tionships and activities (with 
reasonable restrictions) give 
youngsters the opportunity to 
learn how to behave around the 
opposite sex and help them io 
be more discerning in choosing 
the right kind of dating com- 
panions and activities.

Personally, I prefer Becky’s plot to the one editors like. If 


would be so nice to have somebody's Daddy on tap to come in and 
kill the wolf, thereby ending everybody's troubles forever. 


However, I’m afraid Becky’s novel, for all its sympathetic 


characters, swift pace, suspense and attractive denouement, is what — 


the critics would call “escape literature’’—maybe light fiction for 
summer reading. 


While we're on the subject of juvenile writers, a young mother 
of whom I wrote several weeks ago let me see some corrspondence 
from her eight-year-old son. You may remember the mother. 
She was in great distress because laws and probation procedures 
to the contrary notwithstanding, there seemed to be no practical 
method of forcing her divorced husband to help her with the sup- 
port of their four children. I have nothing new to report on that 
situation but I do have some letters which the eldest of the four 
writes from the orphanage where they are currently living. 

They are fine letters full of news of the orphanage, reports on 
his little sisters and baby brother and reassurances to his mother 
that they are happy and well although they misssher. But a poem 
which he wrote because, ‘I want to be a poet’’ and sent her, say- 
ing, “I miss you, love you, want you and bless you and I don't 
want you to get sick,” left me feeling a little choky. Here it. is: 


“MOM” 
“My mom is more to me 
Than a little apple tree. 
She’s pretty as a rose 
From her foot to her nose.” 


Needless to say, that young mother doesn’t have to be forced 
by any court or the threats of any probation officer to knock her- 
self out trying to earn the keep of her children. But as I looked at 
these two literary efforts, Becky’s and Teddy’s, I couldn't help 

wishing Becky could write the script for that family. If anybody 
ever needed a loving, invincible daddy to come forward and kill 
the wolf, it’s that little poet’s family. 

Young writers, as Teddy says, bless you.

False Information?

When the SEC case broke against Wolfson Tuesday, the Times 
disclosed the ‘‘spokesman for Wolfson’’ was Alexander Rittmaster, 
a long-time associate and financial adviser to the Floridian and a 
director in many of his companies, including Merritt-Chapman & 
Scott. 

That day, after publication of the Times story, the financial 
news desks of the wire services and New York newspapers received 
this in the morning from the “PR Newswire,” a service sending 
news releases: 

“New York, June 20—Louis E. Wolfson issued the following 
statement today in confirmation of published reports that he is 
disposing of his shareholdings in American Motors Corp. and to 
date has sold approximately 100,000 shares of the approximately 
400,000 previously held by himself and members of his immediate 
family.” 

The wire went on to say that he had told the Merritt-Chapman 
& Scott Corp. shareowners that he had no intention of becoming 
active in the management of any other corporation. It also stated 
that increases in the construction firm’s business made it “doubly 
important that I devote myself entirely to M-C & § affairs.” 

Then there was this: 

“While I have not had a management role in American Motors 
I naturally have had a very active interest in its operations as one 
of the company’s major shareholders. I have enjoyed this associ- 
ation with American Motors and its management and am happy 
if I have been able to be of any assistance to the company. In 
view of my responsibilities to devote full attention to Merritt-Chap- 
man & Scott, I feel it’s best however to withdraw from my posi- 
tion as a major shareholder of American Motors.” 

There was a notation at the bottom of the wire: 

“For further information call Ed Brause for Louis E. Wolfson, 
Oregon 9,3500.”’ 

The Oregon number is for Merritt-Chapman & Scott. Brause is 
public relations director for Merritt-Chapman. 

Asked to comment on that release, Brause said: 

“You have to understand I cannot get into any discussion about

Asked if Rittmaster or Wolfson had authorized the release, he 
repeated his no comment statement, adding “‘you can appreciate 
my position.” 


The Wall Street Journal on June 23 reported a statement is- 
sued by Wolfson’s Jacksonville office as saying. 

“Tl have read the statements as reported by the press, which 
have been attributed to either a ‘spokesman’ or me with respect to 
my ownership of stock of the American Motors Corp. 

“Insofar as they refer to the number of shares which have 
been sold, these statements are inaccurate.” 


On June 24, the SEC charged in a complaint filed in the fed- 
eral court Wolfson started selling American Motors more than three 
months ago and that on March 11 brokerage records showed that 
he had disposed of 173,400 shares. The SEC further charged he 
was completely out of the stock at the time the newspaper articles 
of June 21 and additionally he and associates were short .more 
than 100,000 shares.
